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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1 . With respect to Applicant's arguments 

regarding Krupa in view of Tucker and the argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight 
reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight 
reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention 
was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re 
McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Merzweiler teaches similar standoffs that retain the container in a closed configuration with a snap 
coupling, thereby providing a more secure engagement than if the standoff merely engages without a snap, as is disclosed by Krupa. 

2. With respect to Applicant's arguments regarding Krupa in view of Tucker, and specifically how the terms "compression" and 
"tension" are given "no consideration," it is unclear how Applicant defines "compression" and "tension." It appears that Applicant intends 
the surfaces to be capable of undergoing both tension and compression, wherein the structure of Tucker CLEARLY is capable of being in 
both tension and compression, since when the members (as shown in the office action) are separated, the surfaces are under tension, 
and conversely when they are put together, they are under compression. Moreover, the terms "compression" and "tension" do not add 
any structure to the claims. 

3. With respect to Applicant's arguments regarding claims 34 & 35, Krupa clearly discloses a first and second row adjacent to the 
standoff, wherein said rows are directly to the left and right of the standoff in Fig. 1 . . 
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
